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HISTORY OF DELRAY BEACH 
t 


Through booms and busts, fair weather and hurricanes, Delray 
Beach has survived and grown from a small town to a near city... 
but, has still been able to retain the charm and friendliness of its 
small-town beginning. Back in the 1880’s, Col. Willian Linton came 
to Florida from Michigan, at a glance he recognized the beauty of 
the country and saw the potential agricultural value of the rich 
hammock soil. As a result of this foresight, he founded the town of 
Linton which eventually became Delray Beach. The fertility of the 
land turned the wheels of progress through the first two decades of 
the city’s history. Abundant crops of tomatoes were grown and sev- 
eral canneries were in operation. The pineapple industry thrived 
and commercial fishing brought profits to many. Continued develop- 
ment along these lines was halted when transportation problems, 
drought and processing difficulties discouraged the populace. In 1911 
the town was incorporated as Delray Beach, and the town prospered. 
The early 1920’s saw great increases in visitors and the incomes of 
the residents boomed. Then came the bust and on top of that eco- 
nomic disaster, the 1928 hurricane struck with a vengeance and 
destroyed the physical portion of what had been left of the bust. 
Lives were lost, nearly every home was damaged. 


The ensuing years were rough, and only those hardy ones 
remained to tough it out. In the 1930’s a small artists’ colony sprang 
up and flourished and helped hold the town together during what 
proved to be its worst years. 


In the last 20 years the town has enjoyed a steady, healthy 
growth. Its development along social, financial and cultural lines has 
been held at a high standard by the city’s leaders. Today, Delray 
Beach, after 56 years, stands out among all other cities as one of the 
finest resort areas of Florida. 


The development of the gladioli industry, dairy and cattle indus- 
try and farming is another phase in Delray Beach’s growth that is 
continually adding to the financial stability of the community. But, 
majestic as its growth has been, Delray Beach still maintains its 
small-town heritage of friendliness that was a part of its beginning 
and which has always had a part in its history.

Delray Beach is located on the lower east coast of Flor- 
ida, just 17 miles south of West Palm Beach, and 50 miles 
north of Miami. 


Elevation 6 to 20 feet above sea level. 


Its normal annual temperature is 74.7°. During January, 
April, July and October, the normal temperature average is 
respectively 67.2°, 73.1°, 81.3°, 77.7°-—rainfall during those 
months are 3.02”, 3.74”, 5.13,” 9.58” and the annual normal 
rainfall is 59.44’. 


The 1950 population of Delray Beach was 6,264. 


The city is located in Palm Beach County which has a 
total population of 114,144. 


Predominant nationality is native-born white-negro. 
The negro population of the city is approximately 2,000. 


In general, Delray Beach is a retail market, being the 
trade center for the immediate vicinity. 


Construction plays a large part in the economy, due to 
the fact that the city’s population has nearly doubled since 
1940. 


Craft Unions prevail here, particularly in the building 
and electrical trades. Open shop prevails. 


The manufacturing industries in the city are concrete 
block, canvas products, rubber mats, furniture and novelties.

Railway Express Agency provides rail express service, free pick- 
up and delivery is available for express. Direct air express is not 
available. Motor Highway US No. 1 and Florida Highway A-1-A 
pass through Delray Beach. There is no local bus service. 


Inter-city trucking facilies: Southern Trucking Company pro- 
vides state-wide trucking service.

The Delray Beach Fishing Tournament 


Getting to be one of the oldest annual events in Delray Beach is 
the Delray Beach Fishing Tournament. This year’s tournament will 
be the seventh annual and, if it follows the pattern of previous con- 
tests, will be even bigger and better than ever before. 

The tournament conducted by the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
of Delray Beach was started in 1946 in an effort to promote the out- 
standing fishing available in the Delray Beach, Boynton and Boca 
Raton area. It has been under the chairmanship or co-chairmanship 
of R. N. (Dick) Banting and A. L. (Bobby) Miller since its inception. 

The contest is sponsored financially by the City of Delray Beach 
which has recognized the publicity value of the widespread press 
releases and colorful certificates sent all over the world as a result 
of the tournament activities. | 

An outstanding array of trophies are offered to contestants in 
the tournament’s 36 regular prize classes. In addition, each year 
prizes are awarded for special classifications through the interest of 
citizens vitally concerned in the growth and future development of 


the tourney.

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COBIA (Rachycentron Canadus) 


This is a fish that is usually taken in the offshore waters of 
Florida, over rocky bottoms, reef, and is often found around outside 
channel markers. 

In the Delray Beach area this fish becomes almost a common—a 
bottom feeder. He puts up a dogged fight, making short, hard runs 
and at times clearing the water in sudden leaps. 

The color is a soft, warm brown with a darker stripe on the side, 
running from head to tail. The belly is a light grayish cream. He 
has a large flat head and wide mouth. The average cobia runs from 
10 to 15 pounds. However, 40 to 50 pounds is not uncommon, and in 
the waters around Delray Beach, the cobia appear to run larger than 
in most other parts of Florida. This is due to the rocky reefs that 
are found offshore which are peculiar to this area. 

The cobia is considered excellent as to food value. 


CROAKER (Micropogon Undulatus ) 


This is a fish that is found in shallow, grassy bottoms of pro- 
tected waters. They are also found along sandy Reaches in the suet. 
The color is brassy silver, with broken lines of dark brown spots on 
ital sides and dorsal fin.

Seventh Annual Fishing Tournament 


The Revised Rules to govern this year’s tournament are as 
follows: 
1. Open to all winter visitors and local fishermen. Charter boat- 
men, guides, and commercial fishermen are not eligible. 
2. Boundaries unlimited. All fish must be entered within 24 hours 
of the time caught. 
3. Charter boats and private boats must be registered with the 
tournament to be eligible. 
In case of ties, entrant making first entry will receive award. 
_No sailfish under 7’ 6” may be entered for length. Sailfish must 
be registered for either length or weight. No measurement in 
length will be accepted under 1%” variance in measurement. 
6. All fish must be weighed, measured, and certified by an official 
weighmaster. 
7. Boat captains are not eligible to enter fish until boat is registered. 


8 A fish can be entered for the prize only if the angler making 
entry was holding the rod when the fish was hooked, or was the 
first person to pick up the rod after the fish struck. No other 
person may touch the rod, reel, or line for any purpose from the 
moment of the strike, to the time the fish is brought to gaff. 

9. To be eligible for the sailfish release award, the person making 
the catch must have brought the fish to the boat and the captain

must have had the leader wire in his hand and intentionally 
released the fish. Leader wire must not be more than 15 feet in 


length. 

10. Any protest against an entry must be filed at tournament head- 
quarters within 24 hours of the time the fish was entered. The 
decision of the judge’s committee thereon shall be final and 
binding. 

11. On the last day of the contest, all entries must be made and in the 
mail by midnight. | 

12. The Tournament Committee shall make all decisions regarding 
the tournament and the committee’s decisions shall be final. 

13. No entries caught from a boat are eligible in the surf division 
and no entries caught from the surf are eligible for the general 
division, with the exception of speckled trout, black bass and 
tarpon. They may be caught from either land or boat.

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SAILFISH (Istiophorus Americanus) 


The favorite of the sports fisherman .. . the sail is without 
question the most sought after game fish in Florida waters. 


His first vicious slash at the trolled bait, plus the terrific battle 
that follows the setting of the hook, has earned this magnificent 
finny battler the title, “King of the Sport Fish.” 


Powerfully constructed, this indomitable fighter, when hooked 
will time after time leap clear of the water, shaking his mighty 
head in anger. With his full sail extended he will tail walk across 
the water’s surface in an attempt to free himself from the angler’s 
grasp... truly, here is a fish to delight the heart of any sportsman. 


In addition to being the “King of the Game Fishes,” the sail is 
one of the ocean’s most beautiful fish. The sail of this fish is a 
distinctive purple color with black dots, while the body is a deep 
blue on top and down the sides, turning to a brilliant glistening 
silver on the body. The rapier-like bill of this gamester is used by 
the sailfish to subdue its prey. The first slashing blow stuns its food 
which then is picked up later in a leisurely-like manner. 


The average sailfish will measure from six and one-half to 
seven feet in length and will weigh between 35 to 50 pounds. 


It is usually taken while trolling a bait from an outrigger. At 
the first strike the line is jerked from the outrigger and should be 
dropped back without any drag, for a 10- count, then throw on the 
drag of the reel and be prepared to do battle. If the sail fails to take 
the bait after the dropback, reel the line in rapidly to attract the fish. 
When he strikes again drop back the line again. Often it is neces- 
sary to repeat this several times before he will finally pick up the 
bait, but when he does... look out, for the battle will be on!

LADY FISH, Chiro (Elops Sarus )

The lady fish is most numerous along the coast line, in inlets 
and near cut banks and bars. In fact, they are usually found any- 
where there is a good tide flow. 

A brilliant silver in color, with mossy green back and fins, the 
lady fish is relatively small in size. The average weight is from 2 
to 3 pounds ...a 6-pounder is considered large. 

The lady fish is not a good food fish, because it is very bony, but 


for sport it is hard to beat. 
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KING MACKEREL—Kin¢gfish 


(Scomgeromorus Cavalla ) 


The. king mackerel, or kingfish, as it is Known in Florida, is 
one of the important fish in our seas. He furnishes grand sport for 
the angler, being a hard, gamey fighter that rushes at a trolled 
bait with a ferocity that amazes the novice angler.

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FLORIDA LARGE-MOUTH BASS 
(Micropterus saidoides floridanus ) 


An unpredictable but lovable scoundrel, the large-mouthed bass 
is appropriately called the King of American Fresh-Water Game 
Fishes. Its many and mixed traits make it the most sought-after 
game fish in the world. 

Bass grow larger in this section of the country, enough larger 
so that they are usually classified in a separate division, as far as 
national contest entries are concerned. 

Tossed together are courage, stamina, viciousness, cunning, ver- 
satility, stubbornness, fight and just pure cussedness. 

At times it will spurn the most attractive artificial bait to gobble 
up a worm or minnow. Again, it will pass up good natural bait to 
smash any old lure. But when Mister Bass is in the mood he can 


be a worthy antagonist. 


SPOTTED SEA TROUT (Cynoscion Nebulosus) 


The spotted sea trout is beautifully colored with a blue-gray 
iridescence along the back, turning to a bright silver on the sides 
and belly with numerous conspicuous black spots on the upper half 


of the body, dorsal and tail fins. 
The lures that this fish will take is almost limitless. In addition 


to natural baits, they will strike both surface and underwater plugs, 
spoons, feathers and flies. 
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BLUEFISH (Poatomus Saltatrix ) 


Here is the fish that delights the heart of the Florida surf fisher- 
man. The bluefish is a wandering fish that ranges the Atlantic Coast 
from Brazil to Nova Scotia. The fall run of bluefish usually strikes 
the Florida Coast during October, and during this run the beaches 
are lined with the patient surf fishermen that have been waiting 
for their appearance. 

During this migration, the surface of the sea is often whipped to 
a froth with the fury of this voracious fish as they feed on schools 
of mullet. 

Strip and cut bait, spoons and plugs are all used in taking this 
much sought after fish, the average weight of which runs from 2 
to 4 pounds.

TRIGGER FISH (Balistes Carolinesis ) 


The name trigger fish comes from the three spines in the struc- 
ture of the dorsal fin. These fish have a very tough leathery skin, 
brown in color. The trigger fish is not caught in any great numbers 
because of its small mouth.

The equipment that is used 
by a surf fisherman can be 
just as elaborate or as simple as he desires. Standard equip- 
iment is a surf pole of a length that pleases the user, a salt- 
water reel, some 4-to-6-ounce weights and a line that will 
withstand some rough usage. A hundred yards of this line 
should be a minimum, then a wire leader, a hook to suit 
the bait you are using ... shrimp or cut mullet and sand- 
crabs being that usually used in this area, and you cast 
from the beach to the fish that range up and down the shore- 
line in search of food. 


However, surf fishing can give the plug caster or spin- 
ning enthusiast a grand opportunity to test his skill. Tie 
into a 20-or-30-pound jack crevalle with light tackle and 


you will agree that surf fishing can be one of the most 
thrilling you ever tried. Del-

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CHANNEL BASS (Sciaenops Ocellatus ) 


The Channel Bass, often known as “Redfish” in Florida waters, 
is found along sandy shores, canals and shallow sand or mud bars. 
Its coloration varies somewhat with its habitat. It sometimes is a 
grayish silver with a reddish orange iridescence or a copper red. A 


dark spot at the base of the tail is a distinguishing mark of the 
channel bass. 


This fish is a bottom feeder and is taken in the surf with natural 


baits. In shallow-water flats, casting with plug or fly will produce 
good results. 


The average weight of these fish usually runs from 2 to 10 
pounds. Occasionally, however, channel bass are boated that run up 
to 40 pounds. 


The channel bass is considered fair for food value. 


SPANISH MACKEREL 


(Scomberomorus Maculatus ) 


This fish has been Florida’s No. 1 commercial fish, having been 
netted in large quantities along the state’s entire coast line. 


The Mackerel can give an angler exciting sport if taken on a 
light casting rod. A half-ounce feather or small spoon trolled ata 
6-to-8--m.p.h. speed will produce good results and give the angler 


plenty of sport and in addition will furnish him with a real table 
delicacy. 


In color, the Mackerel is a dark purplish with silver on the 
bottom, and on the sides are found numerous golden yellow spots. 

The average Mackerel runs from 2 to 5 pounds, with an occa- 
sional catch running up to 10 pounds. 


WHITE GRUNT (Haemulon Plumien) 


Another common member of the Grunt family, he is found on 
any suitable bottom and around reefs. Average weight of the White 
Grunt caught are small, though they do run to 4 pounds and are 
excellent table food. 
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BLACK GROUPER (Myeteroperca Bonaci) 


Found over the reefs and a bottom feeder, the Black Grouper is 
not as common as the red—but when hooked, he puts up a better 


battle than other varieties of grouper. 


The Black Grouper also has the ability to change color from a 
whitish grey to almost black with an undertone of horizontal bars 
and dots. The color phases of the grouper are at best uncertain, for 
their color and markings seem to change as they change locations. 


The Black Grouper reaches a length of almost 3 feet and in 
weight up to about 50 pounds.

(known then as Linton) economy was based on agriculture. 
At that time, tomatoes and pineapples were the principal The Glades 


crop, even several canneries were established to help in 
the marketing of the crops which were abundant. However, 
droughts and transportation difficulties caused the closing 
of the plants. 

Agriculture took a new lease on the life of the commu- 
nity during the war years and is now a major factor in the 
area. Beans, tomatoes, cucumbers, pepper, corn and water- 
melon are a few of the principal crops. 

A few years ago the growing of Gladioli for shipment 
to florists in the North also came to the front as a major 
agricultural crop. Today, the shipping of Delray Beach- 
erown gladioli offers employment to many Delray Beach 
residents. 

The cattle industry is also developing very rapidly in 
the area. This development of farming and cattle raising 
is having a very marked beneficial effect on the economy 
of the area.
